“Anglo-German Relations, 
Says Prof. Delbrueck. 


wk: [WANTS SHARE OF WORLD, TOO 


And Hap Built a Fleet to Take Her 
Place In World Politics ‘to 
Enforce Her Clalime. 


Special Gable to Tum New YorxE Tues. 

BERLIN, May 26.~The German an- 
swer to Mr. Balfour's statement of the 
Wnglish point of view on German ar- 
maments, is contained in a statement 
given to Tae New Yorx Trutes by 
Prof, Delbrueck, undoubtedly ex- 
presses the opinion held in responsible 
quartérs regarding Mr. © Balfour's 
elucidation of the Anglo-German sit- 
uation. Prof. Delbrueck said today: 

“When you last visited me I asked 
the melancholy question whether war 
between’ England and Germany could 
still be averted. Since then conditions 
have improved considerably, but after 
reading Mr. Balfour's letter pessimistic 
fecling has again gained the upper 
hand. ; 

“When a statesman of the impor- 
tance of Mr. Balfour cherishes such 
inaccurate suspicions and conceptions 


of German policy the danger of a clash 
between ourselves and Great Britain is 
certainly very much increased. 

“Mr. Belfour accuses Germany, not 
realizing ‘how England is menaced by 


thé Gerraan rieet, not only in her pol- 
{cy but in her security, vital condi- 
tions, and national existence. ‘We know 
that in Germany very well, but Dng- 
land itself nevertheless-compelled us 
to build our fleet, 

“The Gerthan people since attaining 
unity as & great nation have gradually 
reached the determination not to per- 
mit the world to be divided up among 
other nations, but to demand their own 


“Since 1871 enormous and very pro- 
ductive territories have continually 
been seized by Great Britain, France, 
Russia, the United States, and Japan, 
such ~tetritertes, “shoreover;) being can- 
tinually occupied; the French bring- 
ing Morocco under their supremacy, 
Russia and Bngland expanding in 
Persia, and Japan and Russia setting 
their foot:in ‘Mongolia and Manchuria. 

“That if a natural. process, and 
Germany has no reason to oppose it; 
but she wants to participate in it. For 
this object she needs a fleet. 
‘Neither England nor any other of 
these States would ever concede to us 
a share if wé-had mot proceeded to 
create a fleet. 

“Tt is true that the skill of Bis- 
marck succeeded in acquiring a few 
small, comparatively worthless colonl- 
al territories for Germany ,without the 
employment ‘of a fleet, but his son, 
Count Herbert, had almost to appear 
before Mr. Gladstone in, the guise of 
a suppliant for this purpose, while all 
the arts and efforts of the elder Bis- 
marek failed to abolish a situation in- 
tolerable for a great power, namely 
that an island like Heligoland, which 
blockaded all our great harbors, re- 
mained in the possession of England. 
That could only be accomplished by 
Bismarck’s successor through the. sac- 
rifice of a colony we already owned. 

* Bngland and other powers still re- 
fuse to recognize the natural demands 
of Germany for full equality in w4rld 
politics. That was proved afresh in 
the Moroceo affair, when England sup- 
ported France in order to reduce our 
compensation demands to a minimum, 
instead of recognizing their legitimacy 
and inducing France to meet us in an 
appropriate manner. 

* Germany's natural answer has been 
again considerably to strengthen both 
the army and navy. Mr. Balfour re- 
peats in his letter that Germany must 
not expect Englishmen to approve her 


{intentions in thé direction of territorial 


acquisition. 

“ What remains, thén, for us is to ex- 
pect to enforce the accomplishment of 
our purposes by increased armaments. 
If one puts the question, as I have just | p. 
done, Mr. Balfour’ would perhaps be 
prepared to recognize Germany's right | jer 
to participate in colonial aequisitions to 
the same degree as other civilized na- 
tions.

ESCALATOR BREAKS, 


Fifty Persons Hurled to Bottom 
of Moving Stalrway at West 
Farms Subway Station. 


NO ONE SERIOUSLY INJURED 


But Policeman Has Trouble to Un- 
tangle Struggling: Pile of Those 
Thrown Down Moving Plane. 


Fifty men, women and children, on the 
way to take a downtown Subway’ train 
at the West Farms Station in the Bronx 
at 8 o’olock last evening, were being lifted 
to the platform by the-escalator when 
suddenly, without warning, the. moving 
Plane started to revolve rapidly in the 
other direction. A chajn in the, machin- 
ery of the ‘escalator had’ snapped and the 
action was reversed. The escalator has 
no steps, but foothold is afforded by low 
wooden ridges. 

The accident caught the passengers un- 
awares, and to a chorus of terrifed 
shouts and screams, they were’ all 
thrown backward down the incline. 
Catching at space, struggling vainly to 
get some grip on the walls, and clutcli- 
ing at each other, they were piled in a 
heap at the'bottom of the escalator, while 
a few pasengers who had yet to mount 
the plane, were caught in: the path and 
Knocked “to the ground by those who 
came down.on their heads. Thé. storm 
@oors that guard the entrance from the 
winds that sweep at that crogsing of the 
Boston Road kept those who fell to-a 
small area, and Patrolman Stevens ‘of 
the Tremont Station and several others 
who bad seen the accident, found a tangle 
of persons ta unravel when they got the 
doors open.

print. Mr. Ditmare is of the opinion 
that already the wolves can howl more 
in harmony and in key than they could 
béfore the phonograph and the scientist 
began to teach them the way to reach 
high © gracefully. To the untrained ear, 
however, the howls remain as unmusical 
as they were in the nights before the 
experiment began. 

Mr. Ditmars did not give the name of 
the scientist who is demonstrating. his 
+-theory, and he offered no information re- 
garding the identity of the person or ani- 
‘nal who gave forth the melodious wolf 
call which is now recorded on the phono- 
gfaph and let off at intervais to frighten 
staid, homegoing Bronxites. He admit- 
;ted it was not a record of Caruso’s voice. 
The new wolf call is bad enough, but it 
ig certainly an improvement upon the 
eall given out by the uhtrained wolf 
voice. 

Animals, according to a theory of Mr. 
Ditmars, utter peculiar sounds by nature 
and environment. The first wolves howled 
a@ certain way, and their successors. took 
up’ thé same doleful call, ahd the cal) of 
the wolf is little changed to-day. It is 
the relative importance of the effect of 
environment that is being ‘tested. It is 
believed ‘that the wolves will learn in 
lifting up their voices to insert more and 
more mélodious and harmonious notes. 

For some nights now the phonograph 
has been at work.

MR. BALFOUR TO GERMANY. 


Mr. Batroun, we think, has done a 
fe@liservice to his country and to Ger- 
many in his plain speaking regarding 
the relations of the two. The late 
leader of the Unionist Party in Eing- 
land holds a representative place pe- 
cullar to himself and of great au- 
thority. More than any other states- 
man-of-elther party he possesses the 
confidence of both in his ability, his 
sincerity, his patriotism, and his inde- 
pendence of ordinary political and self- 
ish influences. -Aa a party leader his 
relative unsuccess was largely due to 
his rooted 
devices and arts of party management. 
His view was of a scope that far tran- 
scended immediate party advantage. 
He was loyal to his party because he 
thought it was on the whole the best 
instrument for promoting the welfare 
of his country, but he never could 
persuade himself that it was absolutely 
good or that his rivals were hope- 
lessly bad, and he could neither in- 
aspire nor guide the blind partisanship 
which Mr. Liorp-Grorcm can inspire 
and Mr. Asqurrx guide with rare 
skill.

tions. In substance, what they all say 
is that Great Britain can not and will 
not go limit her naval preparations as 
to expose her island péople to starva- 
tion or conquest through the use of 
the German Army or the German|, 
Navy.

Lighthouses, 
who has been exploring on the steam- 
er Montmagny the waters around the 
place where the*Titanio sank, and ‘re- 
ports that the arctic current has 
changed its course and formed a great 
pocket of cold water within the usual 
course of thé Gulf Stream. Capt. 
Jouneon believes fhat Capt. Smirx 
took the usual precautions after re- 
ceiving the wireless warnings, that the 
Titanic was thirty miles south of the 
usual track, and that the pocket so 
strangely formed by the arctic cur- 
rent was the cause of the disaster, 
Fireman BARR»r?’s direct and coherent 
testimony as to the ship’s speed, ,how- 
ever, seems to be more to the point.

THE FIRECRACKER NUISANCE. 


We hope the precedents of the last 
two years with respect to the issuance 
of permits to sell fireworks over the 
counter, both before and after the 
Fourth of July, will be followed this 
year, with the intent of reducing the 
Gity’s grave fire risks and the intoler- 
able nuisance of the noisemakers, When 
Justice EBaLancrR on June 7, 1910, de- 
nied the application of the retail deal- 
ers for a mandamus directing the Fire 
Commissioner to issue permits between 
Jurie 10 and July 10, he referred to the 
record of more fires during this period 
of license than in any other montly al- 
though house furnaces were extin- 
guished. 

The Municipal Explosives Commission 
has recommended that no fireworks be 
gold in any building occupied partly or 
in whole as a dwelling place, nor in 
any store not equipped with automatic 
sprinklers. The recommendation was 
last year embodied in the rules of the 
Fire Department, and but one deales, 
who. conformed to its requirements, re- 

ceived a permit. Moreover, Section 031 
of Afticle XV. of this city’s Opie of Or- 
dinances prescribes: 

No person shall fire, discharge, or 
set off in. the City-of New York any 
rocket, cracker, torpeiio, squib, bai- 
lopn or other fireworks, or thing con- 
taining any substance in a state of 
combustion, under the penalty of 85 
for each offense.  —s_ 

That means that @mall boys can- 
not play with flefy explosives before, 
during, or after the Fourth, with immi- 
nent danger to life and limb, without 
breaking the law. ‘Police Commissioner 
Waxpo, who has also been Fire Com- 
missioner, may sée his way clear to or- 
dering a rigid enforcement of this or- 
dinance.

As @ boy I knew Abraham fuincoin, and from 
him and his compeers I gained my first knowl- 
edge of our political institutions. I-fought the 
civil war through.
